Lincoln, Neb., Oct. 3.—Speaking iast 
night before the German Bryan club 
of Lincoln, William J ennings Bryan 
answered the criticisim s which had 
been made of him by Gov ernor Hughes 
and other Republican leaders, that his 
experience in public life was not suf­ 
ficient to qualify him for the presiden­ 
cy.

The Democratic candidate maintain­ 
ed that if he measured up to Gov ernor 
Hughes in experience in public life, 
"the gov ernor ought not to urge my 
inexperience as an objection to me."

Watson and let the rest of the Re­ 
p ublican State tick et alone.

ing so they believe that they can in­ 
duce enough Rep ublicans who were 
not for county local op tion to vote 
against W atson and accomp lish his 
downfall. 


The fact that Mr. W atson has led 
his p arty ’s fight for county local op ­ 
tion is the reason for this p lan of 
the brewery bosses.
